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City Council that it advertise for demoli- 
tion bids for the parcels scheduled for 
demolition by April 1, 1967.

Housing Sub-Committee 


Rev. Faiver submitted to the committee 
a list of questions for discussion. They 
are as follows: 


1. Why is the City of Lansing asking for 
money through approval of a Bond Issue 
for storm sewers and drain extensions, 
chiefly in areas for expensive subdivi- 
sions, when 50% Federal Matching grant 
or 100% Federal financing is available 
for such projects through the Commun- 
ity Facilities Administration? (CF. 
Housing and Urban Development Act of 
1965, also Public Facility Loans Fact 
sheet GPO 887-228). Is it in any way 
because Federal requirements on such 
subdivision would preclude restrictions 
that are discriminatory? 


2. What has happened to the two previous 
resolutions by the Human Relations 
Committee to the City Council that 
monies for Sewers and Drains be with- 
held from developers who follow dis- 
criminatory practices? 


8. If the City is able to make the kind of 
expenditures it proposes in these Bond 
Issues, as well as the River Walk Beau- 
tification project to be financed through 
general revenue, does it not have the 
ability to make some expenditure in the 
direction of low cost housing? It could 
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perhaps purchase land or donate land 
already owned for this purpose. It 
might offer a tax abatement to permit 
lower rentals in public housing or 221d3 
projects. 


4, Has the City of Lansing requested that 
any State owned or Federally owned 
lands within the City be made available 
for low cost housing projects, so that 
sufficient land would be immediately 
available for completion of at least 1000 
units? 


5. Why has there been no referral to the 
Human Relations Commission from the 
City Relocation Office for investigation 
of landlords who have refused to lease 
their houses to the City under the leas- 
ing program on grounds that the houses 
might be rented to Negro or Spanish- 
American families? 


6. Why does the City not immediately de- 
clare those areas of the City where 20% 
or more of the houses are substandard 
as conservation areas, so that Federal 
Rehabilitation monies can be obtained? 


7. Why has the City Council not yet intro- 
duced a Fair Housing Ordinance for the 
City of Lansing? 


8. Why does not the City of Lansing de- 
clare it to be the policy of the City to 
bring slum landlords into court and fix 
penalties for continued violation of the 
Housing Codes? Further the City has 
not yet invoked the State law of 1965 
permitting it to rehabilitate a sub- 
standard home and charge the cost to 
the landlord when the owner has been 
found guilty of not bringing the home 
up to the building standards. 


We ought to expect a public answer and 
a commitment on the part of City Officials 
on these points before the vote on the Bond 
Issue. Up until the present time requests 
for action in these various areas have met 
with little enthusiasm on the part of the 
City. 


Mr. Ben Canaday, a visitor, gave the re- 
port that no additional Highway houses 
have been opened for displaced families 
since the 5 or 6 reported open at the pre- 
vious meeting. 


A discussion on open housing brought 
about a suggestion from Chairman Lund- 
berg that the Director obtain copies of 
other open housing proposals from vari- 
ous cities such as—Ann Arbor, Jackson, 
Flint, and Saginaw, so that the committee 
may compare methods of steps being taken 
to promote open housing. 


The Director and Rev. Faiver agreed that 
a resolution on open housing in Lansing 
should be drafted for release in the Spring. 


Chairman Lundberg requested that the 
Housing sub-committee have another meet- 
ing before the next regularly scheduled 
committee meeting.

WHEREAS recent events in many of the 
large urban centers of our nation have 
dramatically drawn attention to the plight 
of the poor in this country; and 


WHEREAS the cost of programs which 
are aimed at the solution of the problems 
facing cities and the poor is so great that 
their funding must come from the federal 
government ; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that 
the Lansing Human Relations Committee 
call on the President and Congress of the 
United States to assign the necessary prior- 
ity to the endeavors aimed at solving the 
eancerous problems of the poor and the 
cities by appropriating all of the funds 
needed for the alleviation and resolvement 
of these crucial matters. 


7. The Director received a copy of a letter 
sent to Councilman John Anas from 
Dr. Robert Green expressing his objec- 
tion to the “Mock Riot.” 


8. Received an invitation to the open 
house of the Lansing Community Nur-

A suggestion was made that a 
resolution be sent to the Civil Rights Com- 
mission stating the Director’s views on 
the press release however Mr. Gannon sug- 
gested that the committee meet with the 
Civil Rights Commission instead and re- 
quest the full meaning of the press release. 
The Director commended the news media 
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for the fine job they had done this past 
summer in helping to prevent any civil 
disturbances. The committee suggested 
that the Director send a letter of com- 
mendation to a local radio station for the 
editorial of November 1, 1967 and also 
on other specific occassions.

Director’s Report 


The Director reported that he had at- 
tended the 21st Annual Conference of the 
National Association of Intergroup Rela- 
tions Officials, November 14-18, 1967 in 
Detroit, Michigan. He then returned to 
participate in the Annual Conference of 
the Michigan Welfare League held at the 
Civie Center. 


Also on one occassion the Director was 
summoned into court to appear as a char- 
acter witness in support of the new Public 
Act No. 3801—‘“‘Holmes Youthful Trainee 
Act.’”? The Director then explained the Act 
to the committee. 


The Director has appeared twice on a 
radio program and gave talks to three (3) 
church groups and two (2) service organ- 
izations. 


In addition the Director served as an in- 
structor on Human Relations in the Mid- 
Michigan Police Academy at two two-hour 
sessions, and also participated on the State 
Police Oral Examining Board for State 
Trooper applicants. 


Employment Sub-Committee 


The Director reviewed the backgrounds 
of ten applicants for Assistant Human Re- 
lations Director, and the matter was dis- 
cussed among the committee members. 


Rev. Faiver reported that the results of 
an employment survey made by the Mini- 
sterial Alliance would be disclosed at a 
meeting to be held on Saturday, December 
16, 1967 at the Union Baptist Church. A 
recommendation was made by Rabbi 
Frankel to contact Rev. Gill of the Mini- 
sterial Alliance and acquire a copy of the 
survey findings for the evaluation by the 
committee. The recommendation was se- 
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conded by Mr. Dramis and approved by the 
committee. 


Housing Sub-Committee 


Discussed was the State Open Housing 
Ordinance now under consideration. Mr. 
Ford made a motion that the committee 
draft a resolution supporting the State 
Open Housing Ordinance and the Tenants 
Rights Package. Copies of the resolution 
are to be sent to the leaders of the House 
of Representatives and a copy to Mr. 
Hungerford. The motion was seconded 
by Mr. Dramis and approved unanimously 
by the committee. 


Chairman Lundberg suggested that the 
Housing subcommittee set up a meeting 
with the Planning Board sometime be- 
tween Christmas and New Years to dis- 
cuss the future plans on zoning of areas.

A discussion was again held on the police 
relations with minority group citizens. The 
committee felt a real need for a meeting 
with the Police Board and the Police Chief, 
Mr. Husby.
